The time of making the last report, embracing as it did a 
period of twenty months, was a most favorable one, as it in- 
eluded two summers and but one winter; and at the same 
time two full years’ assessments: hence the showing in this 
report is less favorable than in the preceding one, although 
had the water works not been constructed and steam heating 
not been put into the county house, the total expense of both 
improvements amounting to $3748.57, the reduction for the 
year would have been $7608.72. 
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We think the tax-payers are to be congratulated pon the 
favorable condition of the county’s finances. 

The county farm and almshouse have been under the care- 
ful supervision of Mr. and Mrs. Manson for the past year, 
and we should be unmindful of the care and economy with 
which they have discharged their duties did we not mention 
the fact in this report. So satisfactory have been their labors 
that they have been engaged to remain another year. 

The county convention voted at the last session of Legisla- 
ture an appropriation of $2000 for the construction of water 
works suitable for the county farm and almshouse, and a like 
amount for putting a system of steam heating into the alms- 
house. We are pleased to state that the water works con- 
structed seem sufficient for any emergency, and the amount 
expended therefor was $1944.37. A system of steam heating 
has been put into the almshouse at an expense of $1804.20, 
making a total for water works and steam heating of $3748.57, 
$251.43 less than the appropriation. The introduction of 
steam heating adds much to the comfort and safety of both 
inmates and employees, and also lessens ie danger of disease 
and fire. ‘ 

The cost of supporting paupers away from the farm has 
been about the same as for the year 1892; while the aid of in- 
digent soldiers has materially decreased, some having died and 
others having been placed upon the pension rolls. Our thanks 
are due the selectmen of the several towns for assistance ren- 
dered in caring for the poor away from the farm. No exten- 
sive repairs or outlays of any kind seem necessary for some 
years to come, and but a short time will elapse before the 
county’s indebtedness will be a thing of the past.
